What Legalized Gay Marriage Means for Christians 


And when these things begin to come to pass, then 
look up, and lift up your heads; for your redemption 
draweth nigh.

I’m sure most all of you are aware that gay marriage was 
legalized nationwide on Friday June 26 2015 by a landmark 
Supreme Court decision. Many decades of social engineering 
have gone into making this happen, it was even outlined point by 
point in a book twenty five years ago entitled “After the Ball: How America Will Conquer Its Fear and 
Hatred of Gays in the 90's”. This book was based on an article series from 1987 in the homosexual Guide 
magazine called “The Overhauling of Straight America” which you can read here.
